From that I developed enough 
interest to go into electrical 
engineering.”’

MORE ON THE 225 MHZ RIPOFF 


Ray Connolly, Senior Editor of Electronics, expounds in the 30 
August issue of that magazine on the “‘politics” of the proposed 
(proposed, hell, c’est un fait accompli) theft of the internationally 
assigned Amateur Radio Service frequency 224-225 MHz by the 
Habitual Criminals Mob (once known, in innocence, as the Citizens 
Radio Service). 

He believes it inevitable but speaks of a delaying action by the 
ARRL, voice of the ‘‘amateur broadcasters.’’ (Damn! How I detest 
that ‘‘broadcasters.”’ It’s almost as insulting as ‘‘hams’’!) But, he 
says, the needs of the millions of users (isn’t abusers in his 
vocabulary?) must be met. He admits that there’re plans to modify 
car radio receivers so as to make them transceivers. Then every 
car owner would have a transmitter. (Just how long do you think 
we’d be able to hang on to the 220-224 MHz chunk with 50 million car 
owners squawling for more frequencies?).

All you want is to have fullscale to the proper 
position. When such full-scale deflection is reached, proportionate 
to equal reflected power will be indicated exactly. Use any ap- 
proved construction, size of minibox used will depend on the size of

GATOR NET 


By George E. Cooper, W4EH 

Frequently we find the net waltzing one 
another across the band. This is due in part 
to some stations using transceivers and 
some misunderstanding of the way a 
transceiver works. To provide ‘“‘single- 
signal’’ for CW reception the transceivers 
carrier oscillator frequency is located 300 
cycles out side the pass band of the crystal 
lattice filter. When transmitting in CW 
mode the carrier frequency is ap- 
proximately 800 cycles higher. The 
frequency shift is termed ‘‘Off-set CW 
transmit frequency.” 

This is all well and good and sounds 
great EXCEPT for CW net operation. I 
hope the following will help net members 
operate on the same frequency. 

1. NCS stations using transceiver DO 
NOT request QNZ (Zero beat). This places 
answering stations 800 cycles higher than 
your receive frequency. Instead request 
QNI little low. 


2. NCS stations using transceiver if 
possible DO NOT change frequency, as 
this changes your transmit frequency and 
all net members has to move to keep you 
tuned in. 

3. Net members using transceivers in 
all cases ALWAYS QNI little low (NEVER 
QNZ). 

4. The main thing to remember is IF 
the NCS is TRANSCEIVER. ALL stations 
answer 800 cycles lower than the NCS 
transmit frequency.
